syphilis a gradually decreasing crippler 
of our nation's health. 
Our local and 


national heajth authorities deserve g: 
commendation for their work on thi" 
problem. 


It has been estimated that there is 


still, in the population of the United 
States a backlog of over two million 
persons who have had syphilis and whose 
treatment, if any, has been inadequate 
according to medical standards. 


This group of neglected persons may 


develop blindness and involvement of 
the nervous system in the future as a 
result of their syphilitic history. 


Many of these persons wait until fail- 


ing vision starts before consulting a phy- 
sician, and then it is often too late to 
save their vision. Many of these in- 
dividuals complain of eve difficulties for 
as long as 18 months before doing any- 
thing about it. 


One of the first-signs will be a de- 


crease in the field of vision. In other 
words, they do not see objects to the 
side of them as well as they normally 
should. 


Another early sign may be sluggish 


pupils which do not contract readily. 


Penicillin, given in large' daily dos- 


ages, and continued for a 25 to 33-day 
period, may be sufficient to arrest this 
syphilitic process and to keep it from 
affecting the brain and eyes. The trea 
ment is successful in a number of cases!' 


Persons with syphilis who have not 


had adequate treatment, or who already 
have-eye symptoms, should have an im- 
mediate examination by their physician. 
In this -way, penicillin may be ysed in 
time to help Jiaterially the afflicted per- 
son.

syphilis a gradually decreasing crippler 
of our nation’s health. 
Our local and 
national health authorities deserve gre 
commendation for their work on thi 
problem. 


It has been estimated that there is 
still, in the population 
of 
the 
United 
States 
a backlog of over two 
million 
persons who have had syphilis and whose 
treatment, if any, has been inadequate 
according to medical standards. 


This group of neglected persons may 
develop blindness and involvement of 
the nervous system in the future as a 
result of their syphilitic history. 


Many of these persons wait until fail­ 
ing vision starts before consulting a phy­ 
sician, and then it is often too late 
to 
save their vision. 
Many of 
these 
in­ 
dividuals complain of eye difficulties for 
as long as 18 months before doing an y­ 
thing about it. 
One of the first -signs will be a 
de- 
e r e a i f in the field of vision 
In other 
words, they do not see objects to the 
side of them as well as they 
normally 
should. 
Ano ther early sign may be sluggish 
pupils which do no t contract readily. 
Penicillin, giv en in large daily dos­ 
ages, and co ntinued for a 25 to 
33-<iay 
perio d, may be sufficient to arrest this 
s>philitic pro cess and to keep it from 
affecting the brain and eyes 
The :earf| 
ment is successful in a number of cases^ 
Perso ns with sy philis who have not 
had adequate treatment, or vs ho already
